•UNWAVERING IN ATTACK.—At- 
tack after attack is being launched 
against the French on this end of the 
battle line, but General Pefain's men 
are unwavering in their defense. Co- 
lossal as was the artillery prepara- 
tion along the great fighting front, it 
was met by an allied fire that was 
fully as destructive. The German in- 
fantry marched against machine gun 
fire that decimated whole regiments. 
French aviators bombed 'the enemy 
unceasingly and destroyed two bridges 
loaded with German troops.

STATE--IOWA LEADS 


Madison. July 16.—Memberships in 
the Red Cross is maintained by 3,941,- 
393 persons in Central Division (Illi- 
nois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa and 
Nebraska), 
or 25.5 per cent of the 
population of the five stales. 
A year ago the number of members 
in the Red Cross in this division TVOS 
less than 200,000. By far the greater 
number of the members .are of the $1 
a yoar class, but it is interesting to 
know that nearly 5,000,paid 1100 each 
for membership, which makes them 
"patrons'* of the Red Cross.' 
All members ivho paid $2 or more 
receive the Red Cross magazine for a 
year, and there are 272,6S8 such mem- 
bers, or 6.9 per cent of the total mem- 
bership. ^ 
By states the membership is as fol- 
lows: -Illinois. 827,160 members, or 
13.3 per cent of the population; Mich- 
igan, 91S.3»4, or 28 per cent; Wiscon- 
sin, 
632,398, or 25.1 per cent; Iowa, 
.1,037,511, or 42 per cent; Nebraska,/ 
526.740, or 41 per cent. 
Iowa leads the division both in total 
number of members and percentage 
of population enrolled.

EVERY DAY LIFE 


IS THEME OF TALK 


A..C. Artman of Bower Dam Gives 
Interesting Talk nt Congregational 


Churcli Sunday. 


Mrs. A. C. Artman of Beaver Dam 
gave an informal talk along the line 
of "The Force of Christianity, Work- 
ins in everyday life," at the Congre- 
gational church Sunday. 
He Is the 


new district worker In the Y. M. C. A. 
work, and his thoug-hts were taken 
from personal experiences, which had 
come to him 115 tho line of his duties. 
He likened tho Christian life, to a rail 
way ticket, which was«f no use when 
detached from the original, and he 
emphasized the statement that a per- 
son should grow physically, mentally; 
socially and spiritually, to be an all- 
around man. 
' 
He also dealt on tho thought "that 


It was necessary to come to church 
to get In touch with the dynamo." 
That the Power on hig-h would enable 
one to keep In harmony with the in- 
finite." 
Also he thought that It was 


absolutely necessary 
to 
make ilife 
worth while, to have the human and 
divine 
companionship, 
which 
one 
would find In- church associations. 


The full development of Christian 


life, the speaker thought, could only 
be found In work In the community, 
and among: people. A development of 
one's life along any side of personal 
characteristics without regard to other 
phrases of life, was foolish and wrong. 
He cited Jack Johnson, as being a 


specimen of splendid physical develop- 
ment, but that no one would take him 
for an ideal. Harry Thaw was men- 
tioned, as having- great ability and 
possibilities, but having a perverted 
moral yense. His pleading insanity as 
an excuse for crime showed the work- 
In gof a clever mind, when switched 
upon the wrong track. 
"People wlthuot spiritual insight," 


he said, "are like an engine, which has 
lost its goverrior, they 
arc 
without 


guidance or control." 
An all-around character, which was 


developed in. every direction, -was the 
thing most greatly to be desired, ac- 
cording to Mr. Artman. 
"It was the 
underlying force which could make 
a man of tho greatest use to himself, 
and to the community in which he 
lives."
